German Scientist Says American Con- 
tinent Is Drifting Farther West 

Is the American continent drifting 
westward and slowly leaving Europe 
behind? It is, if the theory propound- 
ed to the Savants of the British Asso- 
ciation at Hull By the German geolog- 
ist, Wegener, is cerrect. Dr. Wegen- 
er declares that the various continents 
originally were jointed at the poles, 
but that now they are drifting away 
from the poles and from east to west. 
America is moying westward faster 
than Europe, he said, and Greenland 
still faster than America, He added 
that this movement had been proved 
by experiments at observatories in 
Europe and at Washington, \ 

In the discussion which followed 
Prof. Turner, of Oxford, said there 
were no astronomical observations 
worthy of serlous consideration in 
support of Wegener's theory. ‘Green- 
land, he admitted, had an apparent 
drift, showing a change of three-quar- 
ters of a mile in position between 1923 
and 1907.

Solved Problem For 
Feeding Beef Cattl 


W. D. Trego, of Gleichen, claims to 
have solved the problem of feeding 
beef cattle during the winter months. 
| He exhibittd a sample of. corn and 
‘field peas which he grew simultaneous- 
ly. The corn was of the Gehu variety 
;and the peas Black Eyed Ma rowfats. 
| The system adopttd by Mr. Trego 
is for the corn to support the peas 
while growing. He states that he h s 
been able to produce three ions of this 
dry fee dto, the acre. He claims that 
for range cattle the corn and peas 
;make the bea’ possible fodde*.  Alto- 
gether he has had 875 acres of this 
combination under cultivation this Sea- 
son, which he states will be sufficient 
so feed 300 head of steers, He ex- 
pects to make more money out of 
growing and feeding it to the number 
of animals mentioned’ than he will 
from 15,000 bushels of wheat which he 
has harvested (his season, 

Mr. Trego ha been growing this

Help The New Taiigrant 


Tn announcing. Canada’s new r famtpration and land settlement policy, Hon. 
Charies Stewart, Minister of Immigration and Colonization, made it plain that 
the cardinal features of that policy would be (1) careful selection of imml- 
grants in country of origin, and (2) wise direction aften.settling in Canada. 

The importance of these two things can hardly be over-estimated. In 
the past Canada has lost tens of thousands of imnffgrants who, after coming 
to this country, Have drifted away to the United States or returned to the 
land from which they came. The reason-is not far to seek. Many in the 
first place were not of a type or class at all likely to succeed in this country. 
Others, and prebably a much larger number, became discouraged because, 
through lack of knowledge and “wise direction” they made fatal mistakes, re- 
sulting in loss and ultimate failure. 

Careful selection of immigrants in the country of origjn will operate to 
prevent men and women wholly unfitted by previols environment and train- 
ing from succeeding in a new coutry like Canada from ever embarking on 
such a venture. For example, it is but inviting failure to send a man to 
Canada who all his life has followed, say the occupation of silk weaving.

What Canada needs gnd must have are the average sturdy men and 
women and boys in their teens who have the physique to stand hard work and 
can adapt themselves to manual labor. People who can work, and are will- 
ing and desirous of working on the land itself, are the type haying the best 
possible chance of making a success in Canada. 

But even more important than careful selection is the provision of wise 

+ direction after they have arrived in Canada. Many men and women having 
the qualities necessary to success.have failed because of wrong direction, or 
no direction at all. They have become round pegs in square holes. Some 
have unfortunately located on land which was not suitable for agricultural 
operations. ‘ Failing where success was practically ‘{mpodssible they have left | 
the country, whereas had wise direction been provided they would have been | 
advised and assisted to locate elsewhere in Canada where success would have 
attended their efforts. 

Therefore, the plan now ‘proposed of keeping close check on every Incom- 
ing immigrant and assisting him to get properly placed? and with advice and 
practical help when needed tide him over; periods of discouragement and'seem- 
ing, though only temporary, failure, appears to offer the best possible chance 
of peopling our vacant lands with men one women who will win out and 
make a real success in Canada. 

‘Such a plan. to succeed must have the cordial support of individuals all 
over the country, and the plan formulated of creating local community clubs 
to care for and assist incoming settlers, thus building up a great national wel- 
fare organization, is good. 

Coupled with this is the other, and sensible plan, of placing these new 
settlers on lands fairly close to existing lines of railway but which are now 
held by speculators and absentee owners. These lands, it is proposed, to 
have listed and sold upon long terms of payment, involving only a small an- 
nual payment of principal and interest upon the amortization plan. Settlers 
so placed will have a much better chance to succeed than those placed scores 
of miles from any available means of transportation, or located in “colonies” 
off by themselves. 

People now resident in the districts where these new setijers are to be 
placed should be ready to hlep them, because by their presence local taxation 
will be reduved and modern services and utilities now denied to them be- 
cause of prohibitive cost will be made accessible. Placing these people with- 
in access of existing railways will operate to wipe out the present staggering 
debt on our National Railways, and in many ways this proposed more. inten- 
sive settlement will make for success all round where the old policy of scat- 
tering people far apart over immense areas ect so frequently in discour-

Dominion 


Travel fs one of the greatest ele 
ments In éducation and Is one of the 
fundamentals of good citizenship. The 
desire to know one's own country 
should be inculcated into the system 
of every Canadian and to obtain any 
adequate knowledge, how can it be 
acquired better than by travel? “Can- 
adians, See Canada,” and “See Canada 
First,” ete., have’ been adopted as slo- 
gans in tNe endeavor to create in the 
minds of Canadians the advantages of 
national travel and the attractions 
Canada has to offer. 

The purport of this article is not 

only to give expression to the import- 
ance of Canadians seeing Canadg that 
they may have a fuller appreciation of 
what their own country has to offer 
them in the way of spenery and inter 
est, but to emphasize particularly the 
value of tourist travel to the nation, 
and the duty we owe ourselves in de 
veloping our tourist territory—so to 
speak to capitalize the scenery. Pos- 
sibly no other country In the world 
gives up to its people a greater area 
of country for recfeation purposes and 
these great playgrounds are not con- 
fined to any particular section but are 
spread from the Atlantic to the Paci- 
fic. Then again from the séashore 
resorts of the Atlantic and the lower 
St. Lawrence to the Pacific Coast the 
interests are so varied and so. distinct- 
ly different from one another that our 
Canadian people may use their vaca- 
tions for years and find new scenery 
and new interest annually, From 
the quiet beauty of the Maritime Prov- 
inces to thé more rugged scenery of 
the Brovince of Quebec, the aimost 
continuous lake and river country of 
Northern Ontario, the Rocky Moun- 
tains so immense, beautiful and won- 
derful, on to the Pacific Coast, one 
cannot imagine without personal 
vision and knowledge what a wonder- 
ful asset we have in our widespread 
playgrounds and national parks. 
, But to make the most of these won- 
derful heritages, to realize the fullest 
amount of profit, théy must be devel- 
oped. The Provincial and Dominion 
‘Governments must be keenly alive “to. 
what the possibilities are, Good roads 
to the wonder places and beauty spots 
are essential so that the way of -the 
tourist may be made ven’ and attrac- 
tive. 

Much has been ans by the railways 
to advertise our tourist territory, 
which has resulted in millions ef dol- 
lars being spent in Canada annually, 
principally by our neighbors to the 
south of us, but the fringe has as yet 
only been touched. The Canadian 
National Railways have just opened 
Jasper Park Lodge, in Jasper Park, 
that largest and most wonderful of all 
our national parks, 4,400 square miles 
of magnificent mountainous scenery. 
There wild life roams unmolested and 
thousands of tourists from all parts of 
the globe will gladly assémble an- 
nually when the park is fully develop- 
ed with good motor roads, and th 
system of lodges so auspiciously open- 
ed on June 15th last are extended 
through the park. Jasper Park is 
but one of the many feature places to 
be developed. 
just fifty miles west from Jasper sta- 
tion, is another. Aside from Mount 
Robson being the highest peak in the 
Canadian Rockies, 13,068 feet), the 
park which is entirely within the proy- 
ince of British Columbia, is an Alpine 
kingdom in itself, but until such time 
as it is developed, the glory and ma- 
jesty of its scenery is denied the tour- 
ist who does not choose to ride a 
cayuse. 

By way of comparison it has been 
stated that tourist traffic in California 
alone nets approximately a hundred 
million, dollars a year, and the more 
Northern Pacifle Coast States, Wash- 
ington and Oregon, add fully half that 
amount to the total, whereas it has 
been said that tourist traffic in Canada 
all told, did not net beyond, ten or 
twelve miliHons, 

Again, the provinces of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick have all the ad- 
vantages of the State of Maine, but 
comparatively little has been done to 
develop them. What this develop- 
ment may mean in a measure can be 
expressed by the fact that Maine last 
year reaped a harvest of over $40,000,- 
000 in tourist business. 

Our wonderful tourist territory is 
undoubtedly one of our largest assets, 
and greatest heritages to be develop- 
ed, and in the opinion of international 
travellers who have visited us, Canada 
possesses the finest aggregation of 
scenery in the world. --Toronto Sat- 
urday Night.

among progressive nations according 


to its conveniences in accessibility and | 


marketing. 

The construction and maintenance 
of roads in Canada constitutes a prob- 
lem that is peculiarly dificult, Can- 
ada is a land of tremendous area and 
small and scattered population. To 
adequately link up. the setiled areas 
of the country a network of roads is 

" required which would be sufficient to 
render the same efficient service to a 
people many times as numerous. Upon 
a family of four persons in Canada 
rests the enormous responsibility of 
building and maintaining one mile of 
roadway and upon five average faml- 
lies the construction and maintenance 
of a mile of main market highway. 

Again, the peculiarity of Canadian 
conditions creates the necessity for 
the maintenance of so many types of 
roads to accommodate the various 
methods of travel. Whilst the older 
settled cities and towns and the areas 


about them are most modern in every} 


respect and their lines of communica- | 
tion as up to date as engineering can 
‘effegp, there are many areas that have 
but recently emerged from the pion- 
eering stages, and still other districts 
that are only. being opened up to col- 


onization and that must be served by. 


. roads of some kind. 

‘The prime consideration in road 
building in Canada is possibly to en- 
able the farmer to reach the markets 
with his product as conveniently and 
economically as possible, and this has 
first consideration in the drawing up 
of national programmes. A second 
requiremént is to maintain good 
means of communication between the 


larger centres and to adequately serve 


and further encourage motor tourist 
traffic, which is rapidly increasing 
every year and has become a not in- 
‘ significant asset in Dominion revenue. 
Each year the increase in the settle- 
ment and cultivation of farm lands 
makes necessary the penetration of 
new colonization.areas,. which ‘can 
only. be effected by the construction 
of roads which will permit new ‘set- 
ters to get into them with the Teast 
degree of trouble and inconvenience. 

Canada is rapidly gaining a reputa- 
tion abroad for good roads, conse- 
quent upon a Dominion-wide policy of 
co-ordinated effort, due to the fore- 
sight of Dominion and Provinclal Govy- 
“ernments and their co-operation in 
construction and maintenance. The 
. Canada Highways Act of 1919 was a 
recognition of the important part 
played in the development of national 
prosperity by “good roads and elicited 
the co-operation of all sections of the 
Dominion in maintaining a high stan- 
dard. The bill made the sum of $20,- 
000,000 available during the following 
five years, to be divided among the 
provinces on the basis of population, 
with the expenditure of proportionate 
amounts by these provinces to a total 
~of $30,000,000. - 

At the present time there are 18,000 
miles of main roads in the various 
provinces and networks of communi 
cations branching off from them to 
serve the rural areas. In addition to 
the maintenance of these, new roads 
are being constructed each year. 
These serve to join up the provincial 
centres, and it is now the aim of the 
various governments to join up the 
provincial systems and provide a main 


highway across Canada from coast to) ,oqmother of India, for but for its bl- 


coast, an undertaking not “ajMcult of 
accomplishment and the” accomplish- 
ment of which may be soon expected. 

Excellent motor roads join up all 
the principal civic_centres and the 
avenues to the international boundary 
ave maintained at a fine standard. 
Last year half a million motor tour- 
ists visited Canady from the United 
States alone, staying for various per- 
fods from one day to six months, and 
it is stated that the number of visitors 
staying for over one month has 
doubled within the past few years, In 
many cases the upkeep of such high- 
ways as TorontoHamilton, Ottawa- 
Montreal, Montreal-Quebec is paid by 
the tourist traffic upon them, and the 
completion this year of the roadway 
of the Grand Cirele Motor Tour, run 

g from California in the south to 
Alberta in the north, linking ten na- 
tional parks, and constituting the fln- 
est scenic motor tour on the continent, 
Js expected to bring the Dominion an

The world’s wheat production will 
be less than it was last year, but con- 
siderably greater than ‘the | pre-war 
average, according to estimates made 
public by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. © Actual. esti- 
niates and condition reports from. re- 
porting countries indicate a yield this 
year of 3,019,526,000 bushels compared: 
with the production last year of 3,059,- 
596,000, and the 1909-1913 average of 
2,890,353,000 bushels. 

Reports from all sources regarding 
Russia’ said crop conditions were fav- 
orable and would feed the nation this 
year, eliminating the need of itnport- 
ed wheat. Nearly all European coun- 
tries, however, reported decreases, the 
total European production being esti: 
mated at 1,100,991,000 compared with 
1,239,256,000 in. 1921 .and the pre-war 
average of 1,275,157,000.. British In 
dia and Japan are expected to'produce 
392,847,000 bushels compared with 
282,094,000 last year, and the pre-war 
average of 375,827,000. 

Increased wheat production in both
